They made 
an arrangement by which, in consideration 
of sixty acres and otner considerations, the 
Illinois Central agreed to run a suburban 
service of three trains a day each way. The 
first train was run June 1, 1856, the terminus

Fitty-seventh street: 

They then built the old Hyde Park House, 
which was opened July 4, 1858, by Tabor,, 
Hawk & Co., also proprietors of the Rich- 
mond House, the swell Chicago hotel of 
those days. It was a favorite summer re- 
sort for Chicagoans, and after the death of 
Lincoln Mrs.  Bancoln, with Robert T. and 
**Tad,’’ staid for some time under its roof. 
It was burned Sept. 12, 1877. 

THIRTY YEARS AN ELDER. 

In the organization of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church of Hyde Park Mr. Hopkins took 
an active part. He and Pau! Cornell gave 
the land and erected the little white build- 
ing on Fifty-third street adjoining the Illinois 
Central tracks, which for years was a land- 
mark, and afterwards became the village hall. 


The society was established April 29, 1860, . 


and Mr. Hopkins was chosen as the first 
elder, The organization then numbered just 
adozen worshipers. His faithful efforts in 
the church’s behaif resulted in his being 
chosen as his oWa successor as elder year 
after year, and he was such until the day of 
his death. Throughout the history of the 
ehurch Mr. Hopkins and his wife were to be 
found foremost in the ranks of ‘the workers. 

Feb. 20, 1861, the Town of Hyde Park was 
incorporated by the.Legisiature, and April 2 
tne first town meeting was heid at the rail- 
road station at Fifty-third street, then Oak 
street. Seventy-one votes were cast and Mr. 
Hopkins was unanimousiy elected Town 
Clerk, Paul Cornell being chosen Supervisor 
and George W. Waite Cellecton Mr. Hop- 
kins was reélected in 1863. The first 
town levy was made Sept. 3 1861, 
was for $100, and bears the signature, “‘H. A. 
Hopkins, Town Clerk.” The poll-tax list 
numbered just ecighty-one, among which 
Were the tollowing well-known nannies: H. 
A. Hopkins; George W. Waite, James P. 
Root, -P. L. Sherman, H. N. Hibbard, Paul 
Cornell, George M. Bogue, H. B. Bogue, C.

THE FIRST MERCHANT. 

Mr. Hopkins established, in 1860, the first 
It was located on Hyde 
Park avente, just souta of Fifty-third street, 
and consisted of one room ten feet square. 
Here he sold groceries and general merchan- 
dlise, and for many years it was the only 
store for miles. He succeedea George W. 
Waite as Postmaster and held the office for 
nearly fifteen years. 

Jan. 8, 1862, Mr. Hopkins was badly injureu 
in a railroad accident at Kenwood Station.

HIS ONLY SON’S DEATR. 

In 1841 he married Miss Sarah M. Marsten 
of Ulster County, New York.

Their, number included Mr. Hopkins’ 
only son, Leon, and Wheeler 
Hopkins, William L. Pierce, the 


real-estate dealer of this city, and Isaac D. 
Garfield, now a lawyer living in Syracuse, 
N, Y¥,. Young Hopkins within scarcely a 
month’s time fell a victim to an attack of 
Southern fever, and died at the. court-house 


in Paducab, Ky. His remains were 
brought home by Pierce and Gar. 
field, and, wrapped in his country’s 


flag, were buried in the front yard of the 
family home in Hyde Park, the entire village 
taking part in the services. The body was 
afterwards removed to Oakwoods Cemetery. 
Mr. Hopkins leaves a widow and an un- 
married daughter. 

Of late years Mr. Hopkins has not en- 
gaged actively in business and lived qui- 
etly at the old family residence in Hyde 
Park Cetiter, respected and beloved by 
all the pioneers of early aays in Hyde 
Park and no small proportion of its later res- 
idents.

three stories high. On the second floor the 
Allan Hagan Flate Band was holding a New 
Year’s-Eve ball, and about 350 young folks 
were dancing out the old year. A few min- 
utes after midnight the company were start- 
led by an explosion opposite the bailding. 
There was a loud report and a crash of class, 
but the incident was considered only a New- 
Year event. 

Haifan hour later a second explosion of 
greater force shook the whole building. 
This occurred on the stairway leading to the 
hall. Amid the crash of glass and banging 
of doors there was a cry of murder from be- 
low, and somebody on the floor yelled “fire.” 
The concussion had extinguished the lights, 
and inthe darkness there was arush for 
the doors. Only about a dozen persons 
gained exit, however, as the doorkeepers 
closed the entrance, and prevented a crush 
in the narrow stairway. 

The lights were soon turned on and the 
affrighted people quieted. The explosion 
had done considerable damage Near the 
top of the stairway the heavy planks bad 
been completely shattered and the -steps 
were covered with débris. Every pane of 
giass in the six large windows had been 
smashed, the fragments flying clear acfoss 
the street. The plaster on the walis had 
been torn down. Those who examined the 
place think a stick of dynamite was thrown 
up the stairway ana exploded. There was 
no sign of a cartridge. The explosion had 
blown a circular hole in the stairs and this 
fact strengthens the dynamite theory. 

The wiie of Constable Davis was at the 
foot of the stairway when the explosion oc- 
curred. Shesaw one of trree men im a 
group strike a match and then throw some- 
thing up the steps, The explosion followed, 
and Mrs, Davis and her friend, Mrs. Mont- 
gomery, found themselves in a shower of 
glass. The women screamed “ murder” and 
the three men flea. Three men residing in 
Millvaie are under suspicion and officers are 
searching for them. Earlier in the 
night two sticks of 
exploded in front of the Franklin epyine- 
house, tearing up the pavement, and imme- 
diately three men were seen running away 
from the place. These fellows, too, have 
mysteriously disappeared. ; 

Building experts say the force of the 
opera-house explosion was sufficient to have 
collapsed tbe entire structure had it not been 
for the outlet afforded by the windows.

at No. 44 State street in the face of fashion’s 
dictum not only kept open house yesterday 
but even descended to the vulgarity of 
serving a lunch. All day long dirty-faced 
youngsters were. coming in, who were 
quickly transferred into clear, respectable 
lookme boys, filled up with a substantial 
meal, and sent away happy. 

Mr. Daniels, the superintendent, is evi- 
dently thoroughly enthusiastic in his work.

The 
candidate is a pleasant gentieman of possibly 
60 years of age, He is a methodical, careful 
man in the ordinary business affairs of life. 
His ideas of politics are crudg’and savor 
strongly of the methods of in the 
mercantile world. He expressed his entire 
satisfaction with the outlook so far-as he is 
concerned, and said he thought he was gnin- 
ing in the estimation of the people of the 
State. Mr. Thomas’ friends claim that he 
can do more’thén any other candidate—that 
he can hold all the Democrats and at the 
same time get strength from the farmers and 
workingmen. Another argument advanced 
is that he was the only candidate who had 
the pluck and energy to make the fight for 
the Legislature, and the other candidates 
came in after the-contest had been won. . 

The Brice faction, headed by Jim Town- 
send, Mr. Ritchie, and Capt. Hull, is here 
tonight. “I see no change in the position of 
the candidates,” said’ Mr. Townsend, “ and 
think that each one has his friends. Mem- 
bers of the Legislature have canvassed the 
matter pretty thoroughly, understand the 
feeling of their constituents, and, no doupt, 
have determined on their course. All this 
talk about a change of aentiment is mere 
speculation, but I suppose it will continue / 
until the caucus assembles, We consider 
our chances,good, and, as a matter of course, 
expect to win the fight, but are not making 
any extravagant claims.”

The adjourned 
session of 1591 of the present Légis- 
lature will make an apportionment under 
the census of 1800, as required by the Con- 
stitution. Hamilton wiil furnish two dis- 
tricts, and one of them will certainly be Dem- 
ocratic; the other, being the one at present 
represented by Judge Caldwell, will be Re- 
publican. The Democrats expect to take 

ssession of the Butterworth district, which 

act may have more or less to do with Mr. 
Butterworth’s declaration of his intention to 
retire from politics. 

The Third District is tikely to consist of 
Clermont, Warren, i dome Clinton, Clarke, 
and Green, which will be Republican and 
puts ex-Congressman John Little in power 
once more. Butier, Preble, Montgomery,and 
Miami will comprise the Fourth—a Demo- 
cratic district by acouple of thousana. It 
will let Joon McMahon or James E. Neal into 
Congress.

ADAMS’ NEW PROCESS OF STEEL MAKING. 


ItIs Thought That It Will Revolationize 
the Steel Market. 

InprIaNAPOLis, Ind., Jan. 1.—[Special.]— 
After ten weeks of preparation for a thor- 
ough trial of the new proccess of maxing 
steel, which 1s expected to have an important 
bearing upon the market, and wi'l, if en- 
tirely successful, revolutionize the manu- 
facturing business as now conducted, a pre- 
liminary experiment was made here today. 
The test of the process to tne fullest extent 
will be made later, when the capitalists who 
are interested in the enterprise can be pres- 
ent to witnessit. The matter has been under 
discussion in steel manufacturing circies for 
several months, but the secret of the discoy- 
ery has been ciosely guarded and the avail- 
abie information regarding it has been mea- 
ger, so that the country has really been kept 
im the dark as to the possibilities of the work 
to which the inventors have been quietly de- 
voting themselves. The idea of ks revolu- 
tuonizing the steel manufacturing business, 
hewever, bas been generally discredited in 
the absence of positive or reassuring in- 
formation. The genius of the undertaking is 
Charies Adams, a Pittsburg inventor, and he 
is backed by a syndicate of capitalists repre- 
sénting several million dollars, chief among 
whom are the Depauws of this State.» Un- 
Ger the patronage of these capitalists Adams 
came here three months ago to begin his 
work in an abandoned steel rail mill which 
the Depauws had found an unprofitabie in- 
vestment. He has had working with him a 
number of skilied men under the direction 
of s. 8, Blair Jr., formerly Superintendent 
of the Spang Steel and Iron company of 
Pittsburg, who is interested in the process 
and has confidence it it. 

The claim is made that the 
will materially reduce the cost steel. 
They will make the steel direct from 
the ore. “The reduction in cost,” Mr. Blair 
says, ‘*‘ will be accomplished by new methods 
of using gas, which is passed directly through 
the upright columo of the ore mixed with 
some carbonaceous material.

Day after day Eastern manufacturers ap- 


pear before Maj. McKinley’s Ways ana 
‘Means Committee and testify that any re- 


duction of the tariff protection they now en- 
joy would prove “ruinous,”, and not a few 
insist that the present high rates should be 
pushed up still higher on the consumer. Not 
amanof them will admit that tariff reform 
is feasibie so far as his own particular in- 
‘dustry is concerned except MacBeth, manu- 
facturer of lamp giass at Pittsburg, who 
only wanted free soda ash and potash. 
There is nothing new in all this; it }s an 
old story told over again every time a Con- 
gressional committee sits to consider the 
question of revising the tariff. The same 
interested testimony has been offered and 
the same faise predictions of ruin made 
every time a revision of the inequaiities of 
the tariff has been proposed in the last 
twenty years.. The manufacturers per- 
sonally interested in the  preserva- 
tion of the highest possible tariff 
bourties nearly ali live in the Eastern States 
and find itashort journey to Washington 
from their homes in Pennsylvania, New 
York, Connecticut, New Jersey, or Massa- 
chusetts. They enjoy visiting Washington 
and are ready to hie themselves to the Cap- 
ital whenever the tariffis under considera- 
tion and show themselves familiarly in the 
lobby and committee rooms. But what light 
do. they furnish the Ways and Means Com- 
mixtee? Whatdo Congressmen learn from 
rehearsals of tnis stereotyped testimony? 
Why is it when the tariff is being considered 
the only witnesses sent for are those per- 
sonally interested in the highest possible 
rates? Does any one suppose that, the 
seltishly interested beneficiaries of excessive 
rates willfavor any tariff reduction or help 
the committee reach that result? Of course 
not. Everybody knows that to the last man 
(except MacBeth of Pittsburg, whom Bayne 
tried hard to break down) they will oppose 
ali reductions; and yet when it is known in 
advance just what they will testify to they 
are regularly sent for and occupy the eutire 
time of the committee repeating their old 
stories.

A PROSPEROUS YEAR FOR THE RAILROADS 
A year ago railroad officials and stockhold- 
ers were complaining bitterly and imploring 
Congress to repeal the short-haul section of 
the Inter-State act or at least amend it so as 
to save them from alleged impending bank- 
ruptey. Perhaps never before were the 
predictions of stockholders and officials more 
doleful and gioomy.: failing in tne effort to 
have the Inter-State act repealed tie rail- 
roads put forth every effort to avoid a recuc- 
tion of local or domesti¢ rates as required in 
several of the Western States. The contest 
between Gov. Larrabee and thé Chicago- 
Omaba lines was fought with determinauon 
on both sides and ended in a victory on the 
part of tne State and: submission of the 
roaiis to the Commissioners’ schedule of 
rates. The railroads were beaten in every 
contest and compeiied to lower weir rates, 
and now on casting up accounts at. the end 
of the year they find instead of bankruptcy 
that they have enjoyed exceptional prosper- 
ity and made heavy gains. A New York 
dispatch says in reviewing the situation: 


It is generally recognized that the year now 
drawing to its close has been one of the most 
profitable to the railroads of the country that 
they have ever known, Generally speaking, 
freights have ‘been abundant, rate troubles in- 
frequent. and the traffic charges, if not lurge, at 
least sufficient to produce a remarkably uniform 
increase in earnings on the rouds in ali sections 
of the country except in Southern California, 
where there has been a collapse in the reai-es- 
tate boom, and among the coalers. The heavy 
amount of new construction in 1887, coupled with 
the large sttendant expenditures in that 
and the succeeding year for new equip- 
ment and genera) betterments, placed the prop- 
erties in a position at the opening of the present 
poor to take advantage of the conditions whica 

ave generally prevailed, and which may be con- 
cisely aescribed as embracing large freights ana 
paving rates. These dircumstances naturally 
tended towards largely increased dividend dis- 
bursements during the year, the large amount 
of new bonds floated in tne last eighteen moaths 
having augmented to no inconsiderable degree 
the interest payments. This item of expenditures 
on the part of the road@was, however, consider- 
ably diminished by various refunding schemes, a 
form of reduction of disbursements which will be 
still more marked in the coming year. 


The grangers were kinder to the railroads 
than even their managers. The latter would 
have kept up high rates and oppressed and 
stifled traffic, but the former forced charges 
down so-that traffic was powerfully stimu- 
lated and a small rate of profit on a heavy 
volume of business bas resulted in fat earn- 
ings. Stockhoiders should adopt resolutions 
of thanks to the Congressmen who refused 
to modify the Inter-State act, and aiso to the 
grangers who torced down Western rates 
and made traffic boom. It is singular how 
the railrcad officiais persisted in standing in 
their own light ana crying “ruin” and 
‘**pankruptey.” As récentiy as midsummer 
the leading Chicago railroad officials pro- 
nounced the outiook gloomy, and some of 
them declared that if something was notdone 
to advance rates we would soon have “the 
worst panic this country ever saw.’’ As THE 
TRIBUNE remarked at the time it would cer- 
tainly be a queer sort of a panic which would 
not affect producers or consumers but merely 
reduce the tolls takenj by ;:middiemen. Low 
and reasonable rates for handling and for- 
warding naturally tend to prosperity. 
Charges anc carnings in other lines of bus- 
iness were falling and it was unreasonable 
to hold that railroad capital should not come 
down aiso. Under the new conditions the 
traffic could not stand the old rates and the 
railroads should have reduced them im their 
own interest. If they had kept up the oid 
rates traffic would haye been burdened and 
crippled and the railroads woula have nothing 
like the profit they can now show on the 
year’s business. Under ail circumstances, 
however, railroad officials oppose any reauc- 
tion of rates by public authority and pro- 
nounce such changes ruinous, but when 
stockholders appear at the end of the year 
und draw largely increased dividends it 
would seem they might have a grateful 
thought for the grangers.

It can consistently 
permit custom-house taxation only on non- 
competing articles and products the same as 
England does. 
must folldw the Massachusetts example and 
state their doctrine in its entirety. There is 
no other logical groundfor them. They have 
allowed the mugwumps and third party Pro- 
hibitionists to get abead of them in declaring 
hostility to protection. They must bring up 
their lines, and not pretend as they do that 
the present tariff represents ‘‘ robbery” at an 
average of 47 per cent, and that they only ae- 
sire to reduce it4o 42, as the Mills bill did, 
and “rob” at that rate hereafter. Such ab-

‘NEED OF UNIFORM DIVORCE LAWS, 

Mr. Charies Bligh hes been found guilty of 
bigamy by a New Jersey trial court, ana only 
tne Supreme@ourt stands between him : and 
the penitentiary. Bligh’s offense was that, 
having married in New Jersey in 1878 and 
having quarreled with and separatea from 
his wife, he came to this city to get a divorce 
and was able to secureit. Returning home 
he fell in love with and married another 
woman. The first wife, who heard ai the 
same time of the marriage and tne divorce, 
oad enough feeling about the subject to make 
complaint against Bligh, and he was indicted. 
On the trial his lawyers ciaimed that the 
Lilinois divorce was a bar to the prosecution, 
but the court raled otherwise, stating that 
as he went to lilunois not to become a citizen 
but merely to getadivoree, one obtained 
under such circumstances did not protect the 
defendant. If the Supreme Court says this 
is good law Mr. Bligh will wear stripes. 

Probably nobody will have much sympathy 
for the defendant, though it is not likey that 
he knew there was’anything wrong in what 
he did. He doubtiess consulted some Kast- 
ern lawyer, who told him Chicago was the 
best piace to get the freedom he sighed for, 
and he may, acting under legal advice, have

made some statements to the Chicago court } 


as to hie length of residencein Lilinois whicn 
were notquite correct. But there must be 
some feeling for the second Mrs. Bligh; who 
1s left neither widow, wife, nor maid, She is 
more unfortunate than the first wife, for she 
has lost more. Women might take more 
pains than they doto find out about their 
husbands’ records before they wed them, 
Out it is not as easy to verify a title toa maa 
as to a piece of real estate, and Mr. Bligh’s 
second choice may have done what most 
women do—taken his word for it that he was 
free from all incumbrances and could give a 
good warranty deed of himself at the altar. 


Perhaps such incidents as this, which are | 


happening all the time—sometimes reported, 
sometimes unmentioned—will induce Mr. 
Springer torenew and press his proposition 
for a constituuonal amehdment placing mar- 
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the light of past experience, what reason- 
able expectation can there be that such will 
be the case? The, law-respecting people 
of South Carolina should jurn out en masse 
and hunt them down and bring them 
to punishment. Bvt will they do it? 
It is useless to talk of leaving the 
Southern peopie alone to work out the race 
problem. Of the ninety-five recorded cases 
of lynchings of. blacks during the iast year 
ninety-two occurred in the South How 
many unrecorded cases there were no one 
knows. Southern law is not yet strong 
enough nor is Southern justice impartial 
enough to solve the race problem. So long 
as they cannot réstrain their passions and 
deal with the question from the superior 
basis of white civilization it is idle to expect 
it. The affairs at Jesup and Barnwell show 
a demoralization of whites which is quite as 
alarming as the alleged criminal tendencies 
of the negro. The New Orleans Picayune 
frankly confesses the utter demoralization 
which exists in that section. It says: “As 
one great evil 1 responsibie for many others, 
we may be sure that the failure of the law 
will be responsible for a vast increase of 
lyncbings and mob-murders, not to speak of 
the personal feuds which grow out of the 
efforts of individuals to right weir private 
wrongs.” 


LIGHT BREAKING IN ‘LOUISIANA. 

There is just a glimpse of light visible in 
Louisiana, just a suspicion that law-abiding 
people in that State are beginning to wake 
up to a realizaton of their danger from the 
conaition of lawlessness which exists there, 
and to the necessity that they must do some- 
thing to counteract and squeich it or accept 
the inevitable outcome of social demoraliza- 
tion and political anarchy. a 

The Parish of Lafayette, in the southern 
part of the State, has long been the scene of 
the operations of a gang of so-called “ regu- 
lators,’’ who have terrified courts and set ail 
law at defiance, whipped and murdered 
negroes, driven them from the polls, organ- 
ized raids upon negro settlements, terrorized 
the officers of the peace, and brought about 
a condition of things which has destroyed 
property interests, disarranged labor, and 
thrown everything into confusion. It has 
been a chaos which has paralyzed business 
and now threatens to ruin the prosperity of 
the whole of Southern Louisiana. The law- 
abiding and property-owning classes of the 
parish have at last realized their danger and 
the necessity of prompt action to restore the 
operation of law and to secure the biessings 
of peace ana order. Twenty-eight of the lead- 
ing citizens ef Lafayette last week joined in 
the following cali for a meeting, which sets 
forth their arievances: 


The undersigned invite their white fellow- 
citizens who are opposed to iawlessness, vio- 
lence, and regulator rule, and who are earnestly 
in favor of the restoration and preservation of 
quiet and order in this parish, to meet them ina 
mass-meeting at the coOurt-house at Lafayette, 
La., Saturday, the 2ist day of December, 1889. 
Our reasons for this request for a consultation 
are that property is threutened, want of confi- 
dence and suspicion are existing among neigh 
bors, and tha% by perjury and combination the ef- 
torts of the officers of publicjustice are brought to 
nothing; we can see now that a coming to- 
gether of serious men is absolutely necessary to 
the provecnon of our dearest interests. 


Upon the 2ist the regulators appeared in 
Lafayette in force, outnumbering the sign- 
ers of the call. They took possession of the 
meeting, forced the Mayor out of the chair, 
elected their own officers, and ran the meet- 
ing to suit themselves, adopting resolutions 
in favor of the supremacy of the white 
race and eulogizing the jeadera of the regu- 
lators. The law-abiding people quietly with- 
drew from,.the meeting and held another by 
themselves. They adopted a strong address 
which says: ‘ ; 


In this State and parish, under laws of our 
own making, administered by white officers of 
our own choosing, the history of the last year 
shows, to our shaine, the existence héfe of an 
organization or combination of individuals the 
consequences of whose acts have been a series of 
crimes that have cost the parish large sums of 
money and have heaped upon it a load of shame. 
The bare remembrance of these crimes, without 
their recital, thrills with horror. We repudiate 


the pretense that our white supremacy is in 
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it, is mngh preferable to 
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Ir Montana does not swear off from her
